REPORT CF WTTDiG HELD SEPTEMBER 21, 1981 3ETWEHZI rARMTS OF LIUDBERG 
SCHOOL TRCC? 3 OLt AND SCOUTING REPRESENT AT F^ZS RALPH KROEHLER AND DANIEL 

BACKGROUND : This meeting was arranged at the reouest of the ca rents following 
a series of telephone calls to the Service Center aledging moral misconduct of 
Scoutmaster James Lankton wit ht heir sons. 

Five different families (Husband or wife or both) met with rCroehler and Miller 
to review their Scout son related story. These are reviewed, without identificat- 
ion of names, as family number one through five below. 



FAMILY. ONE; related that on a late Spring (1981) camping trio her son had ia- 
^ m formed her that Lankton had fondled the buttocks* of her son, 

FAMILY IWC: related that on this same camping trio Lankton had not only fondled 
the buttocks of her son while fully clothed but had reached inside 
his underware to fondle.

related several instances. Scouts are asked to come to Scoutmaster's 
home or business offices for counseling sessions « Wife or business 
associates were absence and boy was asked to sit on SK*s lap for 
counseling;^: Asked if they wanted to be "tickled" or if they wanted 
to "rough-house". 3oy related "rough-house" meant to be grasped 
by feet and swung about in a elide around SH. Boy related that in 
his case, he was swung with his pant a down around his ankles . 

Latest instance was to meet, at Si's 'office with no-one else -resent 
for a conference. Here belt was removed, feet were tied together 
with belt, pants were pulled down and boy was hung from office 
door. 

Related latest campout when Lankton took nine new Scouts on 
camping trip alone (at Vokanda). Boys were taken to isolated 
campsite. When boy returned he stated "I hate Mr. Lankton"! 
When pressed for explanation of statement he finally admitted 
he had been taken into tent by Lankton, forced to remove lower 
clothing and Lankton then had lain down with boy on totr of hin 
and proceeded to give boy a "rubdown" (This campout in' early 
September 1981) 

Related experiences of son on Late Spring (1981) campout* Three 
boys in one tent. During night one boy was complaining of stomach 
ache. Lankton entered tent to assist boy and proceeded to rub 
stomach area of boy. However, following this "treatment" he then 
turned to her son and also gave him a rub down, including groin 
area and privates. 



Several families having older or longer tenured Scouts, after having heard the 
above from their younger sons, question older sons. Older boys had learned to 
say "no" when asked to sit in lap and had agreed amoung themselves never to be 
alone with Lankton. They stated that "rubdowns" are common experiences when 
clothed but none had had the experiences the younger boys have* had.

Lankton. He has stopped all activity in Scouting. With the 
help of his wife and minister he is securing professional help. 

Or September 17, 1981, Director of Field Service, Daniel G. 
Miller, received a call from a parent who did not identify 
himself but reported on actions of a Scoutmaster that he felt were 
unacceptable. He received his information from his son but 
wanted to check into his son's story further. Later the same 
day, Miller^rece^e^a call from a mother who did identify her- 
self, Mrs. Kl^^^ ^feJ. and reported on what her son had said* 
This was in reference to the boy's Scoutmaster, James R- Lankton^ 
Miller- immediately reported to Ralph S. Kroehler, Scout. Executive..

One parent reported that her son said Lankton had fondled his 
buttocks on a spring of 1981 camping trip. 

Another parent reported their son said on this same camping 
trip Lankton had fondled his buttocks and also reached inside 
his underwear to fondle. 



A third family reported several incidents . Son was asked to 
come to Lankton' s office when no one else was present. Then 
asked to sit on Lankton r s lap. When asked if he wanted to be 
tickled or rough-housed, he had his pants pulled down around 
his ankles and then his legs were hooked behind Lankton r s head 
and he was swung around in this position. ' On another instance, 
at: Lankton' s office, his belt was removed, feet were tied to- 
gether with the belt, pants pulled down and then was hung from 
the office door. 

A fourth report was on Lankton taking nine new Scouts alone on 
a camping trip. When boy returned from camping trip he said, 
!r L hate Mr. Lankton" . When parents pushed for an answer, he 
said he was taken into a tent by Lankton, told to remove his 
lowexr clothing r and then Lankton laid down with the boy on top 
of him and proceeded to give the boy a ^rubdown"". (boy r s words) 
Campout in September 1981. 

Fifth- family related experience in spring of 19 81 campout. 
Three boys were in one tent; one boy complained of a stomach 
ache. Lankton entered the tent to assist the boy and rubbed 
the stomach area. Then: turned to the son of the fifth family 
and gave him a rub down* including the groin area and privates. _ ; 

One family, having an older son, after hearing- the report from 
the. youngest: son, questioned the older son. The older son 
"reported that the older- boys have learned to- s ay -no*. when asked . : 
to- sit on Lankton r s lap and how* not to be alone with* Lankton 
because of his* actions ~ • 
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These five families also reported on other families they had 
learned of who had similar experiences. One parent reported 
there had been an incident about five years ago where a parent: 
had complained to the District Executive and they had met with, 
an assistant Scoutmaster, Henry Sinclair, but nothing further 
had happened . 

9/21/81. Ralph Kroehler and Dan Miller met with Council 
President, Robert Wilkins, to review the reports to date. 
Wilkins made appointments with some of the parents 30 he could 
get his own information from them. 

9/21/81. Ralph Kroehler and Dan Miller met with Henry Sinclair, 
assistant Scoutmaster of the troop, to get a report on an inci- " 
dent five years ago. Sinclair did not give details of the 
incident other than a parent had made a complaint at that time.. 
Sinclair and the District Executive had met with Lankton and 
the parent and felt everything was resolved satisfactorily. 
Sinclair ^ also said he would contact some parents. Later that 
night, Sinclair called Kroehler to report" he knew of another 
parent who had a report of an incident. Sinclair told the 
parent to call Kroehler. (Note: - that parent never called). 

9/22/81. Ralph Kroehler met with Jim Baldwin, Scouting Coord- 
inator, and long-time friend of James Lankton, and reviewed the 
reports. Baldwin has a son in college who was in the troon a 
long time plus another son currently in the troop. Baldwin to 
check with some parents and his sons. Later that day Baldwin 
called Kroehler to say that he had talked to at least one 
parent and his son in college and there was no longer any 
question left in his mind about the reports. 

9/21/81 - 9/22/81. Kroehler and Wilkins talked together on 
both days. Wilkins is convinced of the general correctness of 
the ^ reports. They set up an appointment to see Med Tornow, 
Chairman of the Troop Committee, and an attorney, for 9/23/81. 

9/23/81. Wilkins and Kroehler meet with Med Tornow and outline 
the problem. Tornow indicated some surprise but at same time 
said ha had some concerns that had not been expressed about 
Lankton r s actions. Tornow followed up with contacts of his own 
to confirm our- reports. 

Baldwin called Kroehler to report he had talked with his young- 
est son and definitely had no questions left. 

Kroehler* made appointment with Lankton for 11:00 A.,M_ at the V; 
Council Service Center on 9/24/81. 

9/24/81. Robert Wilkins, Council President; Med Tornow, Troop {'„ 
Committee Chairman; and Ralph Kroehler , Scout Executive v "met .-'--'{'■' 
with James* R. LanJcton^ Wilkins. complimented Lankton on his 'ly^JL 
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long service to Scouting and his great work, but told him we 
had reports^ of actions with boys unacceptable to Scouting, and 
asJced for his resignation. Mo specif ic* charges were made* 
-After some expression of feelings Lanktoa signed^a^e&ignaiLan . 
(copy attached) 

Tornow and Kroehler then took Lankton to his minister r s office* 

There is greater detail of these actions in the file at the 
Council Service Center.
